Accordingly he placed an order for 
a machine, and so far this season has 
cut over a 1,000 acres for himself and 
now he is doing some very efficient 
work for his neighbors.

one, through the use of this machine, 
which is operated by three men, and 
two other men removing the grain to | 
the granaries or to the elevator, 

The machine will cut from forty to 
fifty acres per day, and it ig agticipat- 
ed that the actual operating expense 
this year will be about three cents 
per bushel, and including an amph 
allowance for depreciation and invest- 
ment that the total cost will not ex- 
ceeding six cents per bushel. 

This is a very important saving in 
the »cost of harvesting, and really 
means that a crop handled under 
these conditions might easily be a 
profitable one, which would show a 
loss under the old system of harvest: 
ing, and may very well be the means 
of helping to revolutionise farming 
in the Bow Valley. 

The machine very materially solves 
the labor problem, and to quite un 
extent controls weather troubles, as it 
is possible to leave the grain standing 
until the weather conditions prove 
most favorable. 

There are several firms now manu- 
facturing the combine machine, hence 
competition may very soon develop 
further improvements from season to 
season, 

John Miller, of the Pioneer Meat 
Market has been most pronounced 
in expressing confidence in the suita- 
bility of these machines for use in 
Alberta, as he had years of experience 
in connection with similer outfits in| 
the State of Washington. 

The grain that Mr. Swenson has 
been able to market has been grading 
exceedingly well, considering the | 
weather conditions, | 

D. N. Gardiner, Secretary of Bow 
Valley, was an interested spectator | 
at the Swenson farm, and has absol 
ute confidence in regard to the mach- 
ine being a complete success and fill- 
ing a long felt want. 

Harry Miner was another spectator, 
but you couldn't pry an opinion out of 
the deep thinking, mild mannered 
councillor, with a crowbar.

Russia May Again Export 

The European rye crop, both as 
regards area and production, is said 
to be decidedly smaller than last year, 
India is not expected -to be able io 
spare any appreciable quantity of 
wheat tor export, and the situation 
as regards Russia is very uncertain. 
Last year it Was officially forecasted 
that the exports of wheat from the 
Soviet Republics might exceed 110 
million bushels, but for July 1 to De- 
cember 31, 1925, there were actually 
only 14 million bushels, whilst accord- 
ing to Bromhall’s Corn Trade News 
of July 6th the shipments of wheat 
from South Russia from August 1, 
1925, to June 30, 1926, amounted to 
20,512,000 bushels. 

Whilst no estimate of this year’s 
wheat production by the Russian 
Republics has yet appeared, the con+ 
dition of the crop is reported as good, 
and yields equal to those of last year 
{are anticipated. From the export 
figures quoted above, it does not ap- 
pear likely that Russia will figure 
largely as a wheat exporter this year, 
but at the same time they indicate 
the posible reappearance of the Rus- 
sian countries as a definite factor in 
!the world’s wheat trade.

As the result of a special research 


ments in Canada and Newfoundland 
at the end of 1925 was $2,825,000,000, 
which amount is approximately $200, 


the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at 
indicating new 
investment coming from across the 
border at a very heavy rate at the 
present time, This is easily under- 
stood when in the field of bond in- 
vestment alone the United States pur- 
chased to the extent of $211,956,753 
in 1924; approximately $175,000,0v0 
in 1925; and over $76,000,000 in the 
first half of 1926.

mated to be but $150,000,000. Invest- 
ments continued to be made at a 
heavy rate thereafter until the figure 
had by 1918 increased some 400 per 
cent. apd amounted to $3750,000,000. 
At the outbreak of the war British 
capital, which had up to that point 
been the most important factor in 
Canadian development, was estimated
